Sir: 

This is in response to the Restriction and Species Election Requirement dated February 
25, 2002, for which a response was initially due March 25, 2002. Accordingly, a three month 
extension of time in which to respond is requested and the fee therefor accompanies this paper. 

The Examiner required election of one of the following groups of claims: 

Group I, claims 1 and 4-6, drawn to proteins; 

Group II, claims 2, 3 and 8-13, drawn to polynucleotides; 

Group III, claim 7, drawn to an antibody; 

Group IV, claims 14-16, drawn to a compositions; and 

Group V, claim 1 7, drawn to use of a composition. 
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Moreover, the Examiner stated that each group detailed above "reads on patentably 
distinct sequences" and a further restriction was therefore applied to each group. Particularly, 
with respect to Group II, the Office requires election of 10 nucleic acid sequences. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, applicants hereby elect to prosecute the 
claims of Group II, claims 2, 3 and 8-13, without traverse, and further elect the following 10 
sequences for examination at this time:

SEQ ID NO:649 (ORF 1-1); 

SEQ ID NO:651 (ORF la); and 

SEQ ID NO:653 (ORF lng). 
Applicants expressly reserve their right under 35 USC §121 to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to the nonelected subject matter during the pendency of this application.
